Producers' Reaction 


II is so complex, indeed, that com- 


plaints are already being heard thai 
the job is simply impossible. Some 
37 major coal producers have formed 
the Committee for the Amendment of 
the Coal Act, which has opened 
offices in Washington and started a 
campaign. 


Die cotmnttec's stand is that the 


Coal Commission is trying to function 
under a law that is absolutely un- 
workable; it wants the law amended 
>o as to discard the price-fixing sec- 
tion and substilule some sort of plan 
for voluntary marketing agencies. The 
chances arc that a bill embodying 
those features will be introduced in 
Congress within a fortnight. 


Meanwhile, the commission goes a- 


hend with its job. It is now in Ihe 
last stages of holding hearings on the 
cost schedules for the different dis- 
tricls. After that, it must co-ordinate 
these schedules in respect to the dif- 
fercn marke areas and hold final 
hearings. Then it can go ahead and 
promulgate its prices. Final hearings 
will probably being about March 
15. It may be from one to six months 
after that before the prices are put in- 
lo effect. 


Which may delay the coal wage ne- 


gotiations now in progress. Obviously, 
what Ihe operators can pay the miners 
depends to a large extent on the min- 
imuvin price they can expect lo get 
tor their coal. 
How far they will 


go in signing a wage contract be- 
fore they know what that minimum 
will be is an open question. 


The railroads are beginning to realize 


that some bad news is coming their 
way. 
Some rise in prices is practical- 


ly certain; since the commission figures 
lhal Ihere is an average loss of 12 cenls 
a ton on coal, a boosl of at least that 
much is generally expected.

railroads bought 90,000,000 Ions of coal 
lasl year—22 per cent of all the coal 
mined in the country, incidentally-t 
and in their distressed condition the 
porspect of a rise of |10,000,000 or more 
in their coal bill does not appeal to 
them al all.

The corporation was one of 155 do- 


mestic and 37 foreign corporations dis- 
solved by the governor for failure to 
make reports to the Arkansas Corpora- 
tion Commission and failure to pay an- 
nual franchise taxes for a period of 
three years. 


The governor's action came a week 


after his leaders had been defeated 
by a senate filibuster in an attempt to 
havc the legislature pass a bill pro- 
viding for an investigation of the 
colony.

It was announced that, at the con- 


clusion of a meeting of the Fascist 
Grand Council in Rome, the Duce 
would make an important speech. His 
silence was 24 carat gold. 


Later, at two or three other func- 


tions, the report was widespread that 
the Duce would deliver a speech which 
would make Europe sit up and take 
notice. Nothing happened. 


British Press Hopes 


This oratorical self-denial, this swal- 


Rowing of ^prd^jUnuttered, .hasl^iyen 
rise 'toja lot'of wishful "thinking' in a 
certain part of the weekly London 
pres.s They write as if the Duce and 
Hitler were almost on the outs, They 
talk about the Duce being in a fury. 


The hit is that Hitler is not keen 


about 
Mussolini's 
demands 
upon 


France for Djibouti, the seaport of 
French Somaliland in East Africa, 
and' for the French protectorate of 
Tunis in North Africa. 


Oho very immediate cause for Mus- 


solini's unwillingness to disturb the 
world in the last days of February 
and first days of March has been the 
death of Pope Pius XI, necessitating 
the election of a new head of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. The Duce is a 
keen barometer when it comes to the 
feelings of the Italian people. He 
knows the overwhelming majority are 
loyal and faithful to the church. So 
he also knew, with the Church in 
mourning, that it would be a very bad 
time to start upsetting Europe with 
the fear of a possible war. 


Whatever joint pressure Mussolini 


and Hitler may have concerted to 
bring upon France and Britain, there 
is pretty apt to be a respite until the 
end of March. 


By that time Pope Pius Gil will have 


taken full hold of his great office and 
will probably have presided at some 
great religious ceremonies. A British 
mission to discuss ways and means of 
avoiding a clash for markets' between 
Germany and Britain will also have 
about completed its visit to Ger- 
many, 


However, March 26, which marks 


the 20th anniversary of Fascism, will 
give II Duce another opportunity to 
break his silence.

In the case of the Wassermann test, 


which is the basic- tbst for syphilis, the 
figures would probably have been 
given as three plus and four plus. 


While people with either three plus 


or four plus Wassermann tests could 
have children, "they ought not to have 
any until every possible attempt had 
been made to cure the syphilis. 


Children born of syphilic parents 


are likely to show the results of such 
.infection. In 'rriany instances the pres- 
ence of such infection, not controlled 
by proper treatment, would probably 
result in loss of the child before the 
natural time of birth. 


As I have frequently explained in 


these columns, each of us may J>e, class- 
ified into various groups-.according to 
the reaction of our red bloddicells to 
the serum or fluid matter of the blood 
of other persons. With various classi- 
fications there are various numbers of 
groups. While these groups or classi- 
fications may be inherited to some ex- 
tent, they are not apparently related to 
fertility or sterility. 


Thus people of various classifications 


may marry and give birth to children. 
It is possible, however, by the use of 
these classifications, to determine un- 
der some circumstances the paternity 
of a child. The groups are also im- 
portant in relationship to the trans- 
fusion of blood. 


Obviously one could not transfuse 


the blood of'one person into the veins 
of another if the blood corpuscles of 


one would be ngglutinted or cluVp'ped 
together by the fUHd material of the 
blood of the other.

determines how il should be fnished. 
A floor that i.s much used should 
be finished with materials of extra 
wt-uring qualities. Two con Us of water 
proof paint or varnish will help pre- 
serve the wood. 


The condition of the floor need not 


baffle one who i.s interested in trans- 
forming it inti somehting different. The 
process of rcjuvcntnting an old floor 
requres the expenditure of much en- 
ergy and time. Dry, warm weather 
is the best for doing varnish and 
paint work, 


It is nol an economy to buy cheap 


paint or varnish. 
They do nol go 


as far as long. 
Good brushes save 


time. 
Varnish and paint should be 


thoroughly stirred before using. 


All grease and grit must be re- 


moved from the floor before applying 
the finish. It is always best to remove 
all old varnish or paint before starl- 
ing new work. 
The highest grade 


of varnish will be no better than the 
left under it. 


Remove the old finish If possible. 


Spots under the finish can be removed 
with a bleach made from oxalic acid 
crystals dissolved in water. 
It is 


heated, applied to the spots, and left 
to dry. 
After the floor has dried, 


rinse with clear hot water. The floor 
must be thoroughly dry before any 
finish i.s applied. 


Any kind of finish may be used. 


The floor may be stained the de- 
sired color and waxed. 'It may be 
varnished or painted. 
Water proof 


varnish is impervious to both hot 
and cold water. Two or three coast 
of 
varnish, each 
allowed 
to 
dry 


throughly before another coat is ap- 
plied, make a serviceable floor and 
one easily cleaned.
